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Business manager's job expanded

The Wilmington School 
Committee will hold a special, 
executive session meeting Monday 
night for the purpose of ironing out 
a contract offer to one of three final 
candidates for the position of school 
business administrator, according to 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Geraldine O'Donnell. 

The special meeting, slated for 
7:00 p.m., probably at the Town 
Hall, will contain just the one, 
executive session agenda item. The 
committee will open the meeting in 
public and then immediately vote to 
enter into private session. 

O'Donnell made a recommen- 
ation for a new business manager 
from a final list of three candidates 
fo the committee last Wednesday in 
executive session following a 
regular board meeting, but said she 
‘was not at liberty to reveal the name 
or details pertaining to the final 
selection, The committee backed, 
by way of a vote, O'Donnell's 
selection, the superintendent said. 

No local candidates made the final 
three, narrowed Wednesday to one 
of Peter Rock, school business 
administrator for Shrewsbury 
Public Schools, Rita Costantino, 
working as business administrator 
for the Burlington, Conn. Regional 
School District, or Warren 
Hopkins, who is at present working 
for a regional employment bureau 
in Lynn, 

A contract was offered to the 
chosen candidate last Thursday by 
O'Donnell, who indicated that the 
deal should be completed Monday. 

“Based on our success, we will 
proceed with the hiring,” she said. 
"The candidate requested a 
discussion of some of the whole 
package we're putting together in 
terms of an offer." 

O'Donnell said that the main 
Sticking point with the contract 


offer came over details regarding 
benefits, adding that that type of 
snag "is to be expected.” 

The new business administrator 
will take on a job with a description 
and responsibilities upgraded from 
the one vacated by Peter DeRoeve, 
who departed Wilmington March 
31 to pursue a similar position in the 
Triton Regional School System. 

"This person has to look at the 
whole financial picture with a new 
set of eyes to look at how we might 
be more efficient,” O'Donnell said. 

The person hired will be 
responsible for overall business 
considerations concerning 
personnel and transportation issues, 
and will also tackle newer obstacles, 
such as funding the school 
department's strategic plan. 

But the new _ business 
administrator will also have a hand 
in what is perhaps the biggest issue 
facing school committees and 
administrators, not to mention 
teachers - contract negotiations. 

"This person will also be part of 
the team opening the negotiation 
with the teachers on their contract,” 
O'Donnell said. 

Negotiation for a new teachers 
contract, which expires in August of 
1996, will take on a different feel 
from those of contracts past. 

In fact, when the current contract 
was extended for a fourth year - a 
deal in which teachers took a 
contracted third year eight percent 
raise and split it into third and 
fourth year hikes of four percent 
each that new negotiating 
philosophy was plied. 

It is termed collaborative 
bargaining, and is gaining 
popularity as an alternative to 
collective bargaining, said 
O'Donnell, who liked the results the 
newer method produced with the 
contract extension. Now she wants 
to employ the technique for

areas are usually found in industrial 
settings, taking the form of water 
meter or excavated pits, but can also 
be found in residential settings in 
the form of old wells, septic 
systems, for example. 

"We'd like the community to 
know that this [project] is going on 
and that it will benefit them,” said 
Moe Bechard, manager of safety, 
health and environment at Zeneca 


negotiating the entire new contract. 

O'Donnell first learned of 
collaborative bargaining at a 
conference workshop she attended 
with School Committee Chairman 
Paul Palizzolo in November of 
1993, 

"We talked to the union president 
and he was willing to try it,” 
O'Donnell said. 

It worked, and after just one 
workshop. Now, joint training 
between the school committee and 
the Wilmington Teachers 
Association is set to begin this 
Friday at Andover's Tage Inn, 
which is a member of the 
Wilmington School-Business Part- 
nership. 

The training sessions will include 
the WTA negotiating tcam, school 
committee members, the school 
committee attorney, Town Manager 
Michael Caira and O'Donnell. 

O'Donnell said she was "very 
optimistic and excited as to what 
might be done with joint problem 
solving, trust and cooperation to 
facilitate a new teacher contract.” 

Any new contract will have to 
contend, for the first time in 
Wilmington, with 1993's Education 
Reform Act 

That legislation, among many 
other stipulations, contains 
provisions for regulating 
principals’ hiring and firing of 
teachers working in their building 
and with professional growth 
standards and recertification 
guidelines, all of which must be 
considered when inking a new 
agreement. 

O'Donnell said a year is usually 
allotted for contract negotiations 
and that talks between the school 
committee and the WTA should be 
set up beginning in September of 
this year.

For the integral part of the 
project, spearheaded by 
Wilmington Fire Chief Daniel 
Stewart with the aid of Deputy 
Chief Walter Sowyrda, the entire 
Wilmington Fire Department, on a 
phased-in basis, will be given 32 
individual hours of training in 
confined space rescue by 
Emergency Training Associates, 
which trains at the Mass. State Fire 
Academy, in Stowe 

With this training under its belt, 
the fire department will then go to 
local companies to train staff 
persons in how to deal with 
confined space situations 
Companies would then be able to 
prepare for rescue operations prior 
to the arrival of fire personnel. 

Stewart called the project "a 
win-win situation” for industry and 
the fire department, whose chief 
client is, of course, the public 

Donated equipment will include 
such rescue apparatus as hamesses, 
pulleys, ropes and tripods and also 
small, but expensive meters 
designed to gauge the amount of 
oxygen in a confined space and also 
test for the presence of any toxic 
chemicals or gasses, including 
carbon monoxide. 

Of all recorded confined space 
rescues, 60 percent of deaths occur 
in would-be rescuers who are 


- ill-equipped and ill-trained. 


Oxygen detection is critical. In 
confined space situations with 
deficient oxygen levels, Stewart said 
rescue personnel must be able to get 
into a confined space and remove a 
trapped person in around five 
minutes.

Stewart also said the confined 
space training program and 
equipment can overlap into other 
arcas of fire protection beneficial to 
the town and industry 

Metcring equipment can be used in 
hazardous materials operations and 
rescue apparatus can be used in 
heavy rescue operations, such as 
building collapse, he said 

The project was initiated last 
summer, when Stewart approached 
industry officials for help in getting 
confined space rescue equipment 
and training. 

Brechard then planned a two-day 


confined space training exercise last 
November at Zeneca Resins. 
Stewart and Alan Shafner, of 
Ametek Aerospace, worked closely 
with Brechard in coordinating the 
exercise. Raffi & Swanson, another 
Wilmington chemical company, 
also participated. 

The training at that time was 
conducted for 10 Wilmington 
firefighters and representatives of 
the Woburn and Lawrence fire 
departments by Emergency

When Orange County, 
California went bankrupt last 
year, half the money - about $1 
trillion was municipal operating 
funds and bond proceeds needed 
to keep the towns and the county 
going. Another $1 willion was in 
pension funds to finance the 
retirement of county employees 
who'd put money into a 457 
deferred compensation plan. 

Across the country, people who 
work for states, local governments 
and nonprofit groups set aside a 
portion of their salaries before 
taxes, in an arrangement similar 
to a 401(k). But for this 
difference: a 401(k) is a 
"qualified" plan in which the 
money belongs to the employees 
and is secured in a trust. A 457 
plan (both plans take their name 
from a section of the tax law) is a 
"non-qualified" plan, and the 
money technically belongs to the 
employer. If the employer goes 
broke, employees have to line up 
for their share like other 
creditors.

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A reflection on 
Memorial Day - 1995

Is there a more beautifully solemn sound than that of a single 
horn playing taps to the sparse accompaniment of a snare drum?

Local support saves 
Grandmother Program 


The Wilmington School/Business 
Partnership, the Kiwanis, and the 
Women's Club combined efforts 
with the Wilmington Family 
Counseling Service and the 
Wilmington Public Schools to save 
the Adopt-a-Grandmother Program 
which had lost its funding from last 
year due to cuts in Governor's 
Alliance Against Drugs grants.

caring instinct they have comes out 
toward the grandmothers." Kristen 
Kranefuss, activity director at 
Woodbriar explained with 
enthusiasm. "I love this program." 

A sing-a-long party was the final 
meeting at Woodbriar Nursing 
Home last week. Old time favorites 
like "My Wild Irish Rose" and 
"Yankee Doodle Dandy" were 
interspersed with a few rock songs 
of the '90s like "YMCA." The 
enthusiasm of youth was contagious. 
Rather than say goodbye, many of 
the girls promised to come back to 
visit their "grandmothers" over the 
summer. They will get together one 
more time as the grandmothers are 
scheduled to visit the North 
Intermediate School. 

In addition to their time spent with 
their "grandmothers" the 
intermediate school girls met to 
discuss an explore issues such as 
peer pressure, violence prevention, 
self esteem, teenage pregnancy, and 
substance abuse. A healthy dating 
contract discussed one week helped 
them focus on what to expect from 
boys in a dating relationship. 
Another week they learned about 
health care careers from the nursing 
home staff and were able to 
“shadow” a dietitian or a physical 
therapist or a nurse for the 
afternoon, 


Aimed at reversing the trend of 
intermediate school girls taking a 
back seat to boys whereas they often 
excelled in elementary school, the 
program gives them an opportunity 
to show their leadership talents and 
provides them with many positive 
role models from the elderly 
residents to the career women 
leading the program to the high 
school pecr leaders who were their 
assistants, 

As a local, non-profit agency, the 
Wilmington Family Counseling 
Service secks to develop programs 
such as this one to prevent mental 
health problems developing in the 
community. "We want these girls to 
be our silent successes," Dr. Carol 
Golub, the executive director, 
explained. "Our goal is for them to 
avoid drugs and pregnancy, to stay 
in school, pursue a career, and make 
a contribution to society. If they do 
that, then they come out winners 
and the community wins as well.

Let the insect battle begin!

Every spring, as the warm 
weather arrives our trees appear to 
leaf out overnight. The appearance 
of Icaves is a green call to battle. 
The enemy is a small, complex and 
ferocious hoard. The insect world 
has come alive and is ready for the 
onslaught. But don't arm yourself to 
wipe them all out. Modern 
gardening methods suggest that you 
seek out the weaknesses in the 
enemy's strategy, understand their 
methods, know their timing, and 
gain allies among their own kind. 

During the past two weeks several 
spring regulars appeared in my 
gardens. In years past these 
voracious pests had stripped certain 
plants bare, but we have learned to 
be ready for them. We know what 
and when to look for them, and we 
are prepared for a selected battle. 

My dwarf apple and cherry trees 
and the red leafed ornamental plums 
were attacked by tent caterpillars 
again, just as they began to leaf out. 
These trees, from the genus Malus 
and Prunus (including crab apples, 
peaches, ornamental cherries etc.) 
are the favorite nesting place for 
tent colonies. One organic control 
for tent caterpillars is Bacillus 
thuringiensis (BT). This bacteria 
that attacks the digestive system of 
caterpillars and, when sprayed on 
them directly, will kill them within 
three to five days. BT does not last 
and must be sprayed repeatedly for 
best results. Another benefit is that 
it will nor harm the birds who feed 
on the caterpillars. BT is also 
effective against hornworm 
caterpillars and the ever lurking 
gypsy moth larva. 

The organic insecticide rotenone 
(organic because it is a plant 
derivative) is also effective, but will 
not harm frogs and other small 


wildlife. Use is cautiously. 
Chemical tools include the 
insecticides send’ 
methoxychlor. 


The second insect attack in my 
garden is by the birch leaf miner, 


which is the larval stage of a sawfly. 
In recent years you may have 
noticed that many roadside stands of 
birch appear to turn yellow in 
summer and loose half their leaves. 
The birch leaf miner is to blame. 
Luckily the trees, although stressed, 
have the ability to generate a second 
set of small leaves when the insect 
pest has passed. Treat small 
infestations by picking off the 
infected leaves. Heavy infestation is 
best controlled with a spray of the 
chemical insecticide malathion. An 
organic alternative is quassia spray, 
derived from the bark of a tree 
(Picrasma quassioides). 
Hornworms have once again 
attacked my deciduous azaleas. In 
years past these large, hungry 


(#@%&$#) caterpillars have 
stripped these plants bare. Now we 
look for them, pick them off if we 
find them and spray in advance with 
carbaryl. The same treatment will 
be used for tomato plants in a few 
weeks. 

The early aphids are back, 
especially on our Rose of Sharon. 
Aphids can be controlled 
organically by lady bugs, fly larva 
predators, insectasidal soaps and 
rotenone. Chemical control 
methods include malathion or a 
systematic insecticide such as 
primicarb. 

In the end, the key to all pest 
control is moderation. Informed 
gardeners have long since 
abandoned the use of broad 
spectrum insecticides to kill every 
insect in the garden. (Agricultural 
farmers learned this the hard way 
from the effect of DDT on the 
environment). Beneficial insects 
and other wildlife abound in our 
gardens and must be protected. We 
cannot do without bees, wasps and 
other pollinators and the hunting 
insects like lady beetles, spiders 
(actually arachnids), dragon flies,

The Tom Aprile story

Whenever anyone talks about 
Wilmington Adult Softball, one of 
the first names that comes up in the 
conversation is Tom Aprile. 

The field at Town Park that bears 
his name couldn't have been 
dedicated to a nicer person. 

“Tommy was a great person. He 
was one of the best athletes I have 
seen down at the softball field," said 
Town Park Coordinator Jack 
Cushing, who coached Aprile in 
softball for three years and also 
worked with him at Sweetheart 
Plastics. 

Tom graduated from Wil- 
mington High School in 1973. In 
high school he was a gifted athlete. 
He was the captain of the boys 
soccer team and the MVP of the 
Merrimack Valley Conference in 
his senior year. He was a three year 
Starter in baseball and a member of 
the track team for three years. 

From there, Aprile showed off his 
talents playing softball down at the 
Town Park. In the late seventies, he 
was a center fielder for Aslantis 
Fishery, a team coached by Cushing 
that won three — straight 
championships. According to 
Cushing, Tom was the backbone of 
those teams. 

During that time, Tom marricd 
Jean Connell, of Wilmington, they 
had three children: Jennifer, now 
21, Tommy, now 19 and Jonathan, 
now 15. 

But, in 1980; when Jennifer was 
eight, Tommy seven and Jonathan 
two, Tom Aprile was diagnosed 
with Hodgkins disease. He fought 
the disease for quite some time, 
however, when he was in remission, 


it was discovered that he had lung 
cancer. The combination proved too 
much, and Tom Aprile succumbed 
to Hodgkins on October 26th, 1982. 
He was just 26 years old. 

On May 29th, 1983, the 
Wilmington Sons of Italy dedicated 
a stone that is directly behind the 
backstop at the Town Park softball 
field in Tom's name. From that 
moment on, the field has been called 
Aprile Field. 

Also in that year and that weekend 
came the start of the annual Tom 
Aprile Battle of the Classes softball 
tournament. In that first 
tournament, Tom's classmates from 
1973 came through and were 
crowned champions. 

And this past Sunday, the 13th 
annual class tournament ended 
another successful year of softball 
in Tom's memory, 

The Class of 1982 has won the 
tournament cight times. Paul Bova, 
a member of that team remembers 
being batboy for Aprile's softball 
team 

"He was a great softball player. He 
was very fast, he could hit the ball 
and he had a great glove - he was 
really good." 

Both Bova and Cushing agree that 
there is one player who is currently 
playing who reminds them of Tom - 
his son, Tommy. 

"I see Tom out there every game | 


watch his son. They both love the 
game of softball, they both are 
smaller players who can hit the ball 
a long way and who can run the 
bases very well,” said Cushing. 
Cushing continued saying, 
"Whenever the team needed a big 
hit, Tom came through. And 
whenever the team needed the big 
defensive play, Tom was there to 


give it. He always worked hard and § 


I see a lot of that in Tommy.” 
Bova, who played with Tommy on 


last year's "Jack's Team," in the |

They both are quiet, they both were 
really good in track and both of 
them are very hard workers," said 
Arnie Aprile, father of Tom. 

Another interesting note is that the 
family has passed down three 
gencrations of talented softball 
players in Wilmington. First Amie, 
then Tom and his brother Bobby 
(who was also on the same Nationals 
team as his nephew) and now young 
Tom. 

No one has forgotten Tom Aprile 
- a husband and father, hard-worker 
and gifted athlete - and that 
tradition, through softball and 
memories, will always continue.

Fishing is a solitary pursuit. 

Even when friends are all around, 
you're still holding that rod all by 
your lonesome, engaged in single 
combat with whatever's on the far 
end of the line. The other guys, if 
there are any, can tend the net and 
keep the boat from getting in your 
way, but the bottom line is that you 
fish alone, 

In fact, some of us prefer to fish 
by ourselves. 

Don't feel bad about wanting to 
be alone. If you prefer to fish solo, 
you're in good company. Easily 90 
percent of the boats I find on the 
pond have only one angler aboard, 
and at most two people. It is rare in 
the extreme to see three or more 
anglers fishing from the same boat, 
unless it's a party boat going out of 
Gloucester. 

T've also noticed remarkable div- 
ersity in the boats used by singular 
anglers. Very interesting. 

Solo anglers need a boat that isn't 
too difficult to get in and out of the 
water without ‘help. A full-blown 
bass boat, with’an 85-horse Merc 
and enough electronics to make the 
military turn green, is uncommon 
in the solo fraternity. Such vessels 
often require at least two people: 
one to stay in the boat and the other 
to drive the truck in and out of the 
water. You can pull off such a feat 
single-handed, but it isn't easy. 

Instead, consider the wide range 
of solo boats available. 

The thing to remember is "Small 
Is Beautiful." Too much boat will 
break your back and your wallet at 
the same time, and might make you 
reluctant to g0 through the hassle of 
putting the boat on the pond.

A yacht for one, please 


One key to solo boating is that 
you can carry all your toys (rods, 
boxes, cooler, motor and the like) 
in the trunk, with the boat riding on 
the roof of the car or the bed of the 
truck. If the boat is so big that you 
have to keep it loaded, you're in the 
realm of trailer boats. Fishing by 
yourself is easier done with a small 
boat in a pickup truck, or on top of 
the car. 

If you're going cartopping, you 
need the best roof rack that money 
can buy. The rack must anchor to 
the roof like a rock, or you may get 
to see your boat flying into the grill 
of that tractor-trailer behind you. 
Not a goqd thing. Roof racks come 
in many shapes and sizes, and if it 
doesn't fit, it's useless. Choose the 
rack VERY carefully! I'm not too 
sweet on those foam blocks that fit 
on the gunwales to cushion the ship 
without a solid rack. I like racks. 
Big ones. 

Once the rack is in place, one of 
the trickiest parts of car-topping is 
to get the boat onto the rack without 
gouging your paint. The lighter the 
boat, the easier the task. A blanket 
or two, to cushion the boat during 
the on- and off-loading, might be a 
good idea to have along. 

A canoe is a popular choice for 
the solo set, since it doesn't weigh 
much and fits nicely on a rack or in 
a pickup bed. Oh, there are some 
heavy canoes, such as wooden ones 
and even some of the fiber models, 
buta 10-foot fiberglas canoe can fit 
your needs. Remember: SMALL! 
This is YOUR boat, and you don't 
have to bring guests. 

A Coleman "Crawdad" all-plastic 
boat is a popular choice among the 
lonesomes. The Crawdad fits two

people in marginal comfort, but I 
saw one roll over with three young 
anglers on board! The Crawdad 
doesn't ride deeply in the water, 
putting your center of gravity a bit 
high for my taste. No strolling the 
deck on a Crawdad, if you know 
what's good for you. An electric 
motor will push a Crawdad around 
the pond quite nicely, if the battery 
is charged up. Also, the plastic will 
not gouge up Mama's old Buick. 

An aluminum boat is one of the 
favorites among the solitary set, but 
the motor can make the difference 
between a car-topper and a boat on 
a trailer. An electric motor is 
marginal for an aluminum boat, but 
a gas motor can weigh a ton. I've 
seen some solo anglers in aluminum 
boats with both types of motors: A 
gas motor for covering distances, 
and an electric for close-in work. 
Even a 5-horse "putt-putt" can put a 
decent wake in back of a solo's 
aluminum boat. 

Of course, you can always go to 
an inner-tube "belly boat" for solo 
fishing, but ... Nah! Maybe I'm just 
achicken, I like to have more than 
half my body in plain view when I 
sce other boats on the pond. And a 
"belly boat" doesn't have room for 
acooler, now does it? 

The bottom line to solo boating is‘ 
to find a vessel small enough to be 
easy to handle but still keep your 
rump dry. If the boat slides on and 
off the car smoothly, travels well, 
and can be tossed in and out of the 
water without help, you'll have no 
reason not to go fishing if the urge 
strikes suddenly! Lucky you!

Johnny Mnemonic has all 
the earmarks of a great summer 
sci-fi adventure. It stars Keanu 
Reeves, fresh from his mega- 
successful “Speed.” The support- 
ing cast is nothing if not intrigu- 
ing and it was written by Mr. 
Cyberpunk himself, William 
Gibson. Lastly, the production 
designer, Nilo Rodis Jamero, 
has worked on some of the most 
spectacular and technically 
challenging fantasies in the last 
20 years. 

The promise, however, never 
fulfills, Reeves is robotic, his co- 
star amateurish, and the dia- 
logue is of the “let’s do it,” vari- 
ety. Perhaps most disappointing 
are the visuals, which aren't 
bad, but aren’t memorable 
either. 

For the most part, the sets

are decent enough, though they 
rely heavily upon dark, wet 
street scenes with that burning 
barrel endemic to all futuristic 
flicks. It is the animated, virtual 
reality scenes that pump life 
into the story. There are only a 
couple of t hem,but they rush at 
you in a thrilling array of color 
and graphics. Those scenes cap- 
ture the heightened drama and 
danger of the movie better than 
anything else, including Reeves. 

He plays a mnemonic courier, 

meaning he as a cranial implant 
used by corporations to smuggle 
important data. It’s hard to say 
whether the blame for Reeves’ 
angst-filled, one-note perfor- 
mance is his own fault or that of 
director Robert Longo, but he’s 
not witty, personable, or spark- 
ing in any manner. 

Instead, Reeves plays his 
data courier as intense and 
angry, without even a modicum 
of humanity to elicit sympathy 
from the audience. He hasn't the 
experience, or the talent to use a 
revealing gesture or glance that 
would have imbued his charac- 
ter with some depth.

Reeves may simply have 
backtracked in his career path, 
but co-star Dina Meyer may 
have done herself in as a com- 
puter enhanced bodyguard. She 
lacks onscreen presence and her 
performance is screechy and 
sophomoric. Much better is the 
supporting cast. 

Poet-singer Henry Rollins 
does a mean rant against tech- 
nology that sounds like he wrote 
it. He plays an underground doc 
working with “low-techs’ led by 
Ice-T, one of the few rap stars 
who has consistently proved 
himself as an actor. The biggest 
surprise of all in Dolph 
Lundgren as a psychotic street 
preacher who “blesses” people 
right into their graves. His 
accent is not noticeable, he 
looks appropriately deranged, 
and makes good use of his physi- 
cality. And Udo Kier, though 
only in a few scenes, practically 
oozes with greedy smarminess 
as Reeves’ agent. 

The best thing that can be 
said of Johnny Mnemonic is 
that it is an okay movie, which 
is also the worst thing you can 
say about it 

Mad Love has one thing 
going for it - its title. After that, 
it’s all downhill. Chris O'Donnell 
fs a nice high school boy who 
takes a dangerous liking to 
Drew Barrymore, a manic 
depressive. O'Donnell emerges 
from this fairly unscathed, but 
Barrymore's performance is lit- 
tle more than an annoying 
twitch. The story is completely 
unbelievable and the dialogue 
worse. Rated PG-13. X
